PERTH (AFP) - Ships 
searching the vast Indian 
Ocean for a Malaysian air¬ 
liner have deteicted three sep¬ 
arate underwater signals, and 
more ships and planes were 
div ert ed ye sterd ay to mve sti - 
gate whether they could have 
come from its "blackbox". 

Angus Houston, head of 
the Australian search mis¬ 
sion, said the detections were 
being taken "very seriously" 
as time ticked dawn on the 
battervhfe of the blackbox's 
tracking beacons. 

He said China's Haixun 01 
has twice detected an under¬ 
water signal on a frequency 
used for the plane's Eight, data 
and cockpit voice recorders - 


- once for 9G seconds on Sat¬ 
urday and another more fleet- 
ing "ping" on Friday a short 
distance away A third 'ping" 
was also being scrutinised, 
3DO nautical miles away in 
the Indian Ocean. 

A spokeswoman for 
Britain's Ministry of Defence 
confirmed late yesterday that 
the HMS Echo, equipped 
with a black box locator, had 
arrived m the area where the 
Chinese had reported a ping 

Ocean Shield was also in¬ 
vestigating the signal it de¬ 
tected yesterday in its current 
location, about 300 nautical 
miles north of Haixun 01, in 
waters far off Australia s west 
coast 


Houston said tire Chinese 
finding was more promising 
adding that the Haixun 01 
was already operating in that 
more southerly zone 

Some analysts greeted the 
acoustic detections with opti¬ 
mism, saying a 37.5kHz sig¬ 
nal can only be transmitted 
by an emergency beacon. But 
others were sceptical .and said 
it was vital to find supporting 
evidence. 

Haixun 01 was in waters 
about 4.5 km (nearly three 
miles) deep, meaning any re¬ 
covery operation is going to 
be incredibly challenging and 
very demanding and ’will take 
a long period of time if the 
plane is found there.

Sub Zonal 13.5 Open Tour¬ 
nament. 

Hie Sub Zones form part. 
□ f the classification cycle to 
confront the world chal¬ 
lenger. The current world 
challenger is GM Magnus 
Carls son (23 years) from 
Norway who has a rating of 


3331. hi ere are only two 
players in the world with a 
rating above 23DO, 

A total of 55 players from 
10 countnes p articip ated Of 
these, there were two Maes¬ 
tro International, 7 Maestro 
FIDE, 5 male Maestro Candi¬ 
date and 1 female Maestro 
Candidate. 

Osh ended up in 3th place 
with fi points of 9 games. 4 
games won, 4 ties and only 1 
game lost. With this score he 
was able to earn the title of 
Maestro FIDE In tins man¬ 
ner he wrote history for 
Aruba in Chess. He is the 
very first person to earn the 
title of FM in the Sub Zonal 
and is the second person to 
hold the title o f FM in Aruba. 

Mark Buena has less ex¬ 
perience than Osh, but as a 
youth o f only 15 years he did 
very well in the Sub Zonal 
Regrettably, he did not earn 
the title of Maestro Candidate 
for just 1 point. Ifhehadwon 
Ins last game, he would have 
earned the title of CM. Mark 
ended up in 40th piace with 
3 5 points of 9 games 2 
games won, 3 ties and 4 lost 

The Aruba Chess Federa¬ 
tion is very pleased and 


proud that Aruba naw has 
two FM, both under the age 
of 20. Tliey congratulate FM 
Osh with his grand achieve¬ 
ment They have great confi¬ 
dence in Mark Bueno and are 
convinced that soon he will 
achieve a title.

Murray has terminal can¬ 
cer In September, he was 
transferred from the Aruba 
Correctional Institute (KIA) 
where he was serving ins 
sentence, to Curacao where 
he was serving the remainder 


of Ins sentence in the Betesda 
nursing home/ 

Last year August, Murray, 
with the support from KIA 
applied far his pardon, a 
week before he was trans¬ 
ferred to Curacao 

The murder of Darly Lai 
m 1979 shocked the Curacao 
community tremendously. In 
2011, the case again stirred 
dust after an amendment was 
included in the Criminal 
Code which the option of 
conditional release of (VI) 


lifelong pnsoners. 

In 2D 11, the request for VI 
Murray, the first VI - case 
which was treated after the 
amendment of the Code 
added, was handled by the 
Court. His application was 
rejected, among other, due to 
lack of treatment of his anti - 
social personality.

One mosquito bite may be a 
serious danger 



□RANJESTAD — Every year 
on April 7, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) cele¬ 
brates World Health Day Far 
tins celebration they choose e 
different theme each year. 
Tins year the theme is “vec¬ 
tor-borne diseases” The 
question we ask is what is a 
vector-borne disease? 

"Vector-borne disease" is 
the term commonly used to 
describe an illness caused by 
an infectious microbe that is 
transmitted to people by 
blood-sucking arthropods. 
The arthropods (insects or 
arachnids) that most com¬ 
monly serve as vectors in¬ 
clude: 

1. ) blood sucking insects 
such as mosquitoes, fleas, 
lice, biting flies and bugs, and 

2. ) blood sucking arach¬ 
nids such as mites and ticks. 
The term “vector 31 refers to 
any arthropod that transmits 
a disease through feeding ac¬ 
tivity. 

A “vector-borne disease” 


that has caused the most 
deaths up to now is Mai an a. 
According Id WHO, in 2D ID 
there were approximately 
odO.DDO deaths caused by 
Malaria. The majority of 
these deaths were in Africa 
among children. 

Nevertheless, the “vector- 
borne disease" that is the 
fastest growing globally is 
Dengue. The globalization of 
commerce and travel and the 
lack of care of our environ¬ 
ment, the change of climate 
and urbanization are making 
an impact on the transmission 
of this disease. The result of 
all of tins is that Dengue is 
appearing in countries where 
this disease was previously 
unknown According to 
WHO, 40% of the world’s 
papulation runs the risk of 
being contaminated by 
Dengue. 

In Aruba Dengue is en¬ 
demic This means that 
Dengue is present during the 
entire year and not only dur¬ 


ing the rainy season. Some¬ 
one who has been bitten by a 
“vector” (the Aedes Aegypti 
mosquito) which transmits 
Dengue runs the risk of being 
contaminated with Dengue 
during any time of the year. 

For tins reason, the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DESPA) wants to involve 
the entire community of 
Aruba in an activity in the 
form of an Open Day at 
GKMB, The Yellow Fever 
Mosquito control and preven¬ 
tion center. This is planned 
for Saturday, April 12th from 
9 DO am to 3:00pm. During 
this Open Day there will be 
different presentations and 
activities for children. 

DESPA invites She entire 
island to be present for this 
activity and in so doing you 
will be supporting the effort 
to keep Aruba healthy and 
free of Dengue.

Chikungunya 
cases in the 
Caribbean 
top 18,000 


THE CARIBBEAN - Ca¬ 
ribbean islands have reported 
2,530 new confirmed, proba¬ 
ble, or suspected cases of 
chikungunya in the past 
week, the European Centre 
for Disease Prevention and 
Control (ECDC) sad m a re¬ 
cent update The numbers 
raise the region's total to 
13,493 cases, up from 15,913. 

Martinique continues to 
lead the case total, with 9,340 
suspected and 1,307 con¬ 
firmed or probable cases, the 
EC DC said Tire French side 
of St. Martin is next with 
2,750 suspected and 734 con¬ 
firmed or probable cases, but 
the p ace of new cases app ears 
to be slowing there. Guade¬ 
loupe is third with 3,270 sus¬ 
pected and 734 confirmed or 
probable cases. 

Tire next hardest-hit areas 
are St. Barth el emy, 435 sus¬ 
pected and 134 confirmed or 
probable cases, Dominica, 
437 suspected and 72 con¬ 
firmed cases, the Dutch side 
of St Martin 224 confirmed 
cases; French Guiana, 22 
confirmed locally acquired 
and 11 imported cases, An¬ 
guilla, 14 confirmed cases, 
British Virgin Islands, 7 con¬ 
firmed cases, and Aruba and 
St. Kitts /Nevis, each with 1 
confirmed case 

The ECDC also reported 3 
chikingunya-related deaths 
on the French side of St. Mar¬ 
tin and 2 on Martinique The 
outbreak is the first known in 
the Americas and began in 
December 2013 on the 
French side of St. Martin.

A message that was a con¬ 
tinuing thread for all three 
speakers was to "think glob¬ 
ally," not just locally Andres 
Baretto stated outright it is 
easier to grow a business if 
gearing far a global market 
from the get-go, rather than 
the time and investment spent 
in starting small and working 
outward Richard Pollack, in 
discussing the basics of form¬ 
ing a business plan, talked of 
the disadvantages of estab¬ 
lishing a single stream of 
earnings, as apposed So mul¬ 
tiple streams. A good exam¬ 
ple is to not only open a 
restaurant, but include a logo 
shop with attractive clothing 


and gadgets, as well as per¬ 
haps an arcade or fun activ¬ 
ities to attract all ages and 
compel them to spend. Tins 
sort of innovative thinking, 
establishing a mission and 
vision, an d 1 o a king at multi - 
pie means of earnings, are 
the factors that entrepre¬ 
neurs must incorporate Id 
insure success in today's 
very competitive markets 
Coming back to the 
prime purpose of the confer¬ 
ence, deploying the digital 
world successfully is also 
key to insuring success. 
P.amon Fray's specialty is 
particularly exploiting so¬ 
cial media and understand¬ 
ing its power. Facebook took 
My space and other such so¬ 
cial sites to a new level, be¬ 
coming a juggernaut of 
global interaction and mar¬ 
keting opportunities. 

A point made by b oth Ray 
and Pollack was that estab¬ 
lished marketing media, such 
asbillboards, newspaper and 
magazine ads, as well as 
radio and TV are not obso¬ 
lete, they still have their uses,, 
but as a consuming public 
weaned on the Internet comes 
into their own, they will need 
to be approached differently.

DONETSK (AFP) - Activists 
chanting 'Russia! 11 broke 
through police lines yester¬ 
day and stormed several gov¬ 
ernment buildings in eastern 
Ukrainian regions seeking in¬ 
dependence from Kiev fol¬ 
lowing last month's fall of a 
Kremlin regime 

Clashes in Donetsk and 
similar rallies m the heavily 
Russified cities such of Lu¬ 
gansk and Kharkiv provided 
another reminder to the 
untested pro-Western leaders 
in Kiev of the monumental 
task facing them after their 


February 22 overthrow of 
president Viktor Yanukovych. 

The unrest comes with 
Ukraine's borders surrounded 
by Russian troops who had 
earlier seized the Black Sea 
peninsula of Crimea and the 
economy in tatters after 
decades of mismanagement 
and government theft 

S ev er al e astern re gi o n s 
now want to stage referen- 
dums on j n imn g Krernlin mle 
when the Ukraine holds snap 
presidential polls on May 25.

breathing, bleeding gums, 
blood in vomit, fatigue, 
restlessness. 


PARIS (AFP) - At least 1 4 
billion people worldwide re¬ 
quire treatment for a group of 
"neglected" tropical diseases 
and almost two-thirds are 
going without adequate med¬ 
ical care, eradication cam¬ 
paigners said. 

Ailments including intes¬ 
tinal wo nn s, el eph anti asi s 
and river blindness -- lump ed 
together as "neglected tropi¬ 
cal diseases" (NTDs) — 
mostly afiect poor people liv¬ 
ing m remote rural areas, 
slums or conflict zones. 

A new report from the 
World Health Organisation, 
released in Pans last Wednes¬ 
day and supported by billion¬ 
aire philanthropist Bill Gates, 


found that 70D million peo¬ 
ple received some form of 
treatment for NTDs in 7012. 

But many did not com¬ 
plete a full course of drugs, 
while hundreds of millions 
received nothing at all 


"We still need diagnostics 
and we still need drugs/ 
Gates said at the launch of 
the WHO progress report 
dubbed "Uniting to Combat 
NTDs" 

Tlie list of NTDs also in¬ 


cludes Guinea worm, blind¬ 
ing trachoma, bilharzia, lep¬ 
rosy Chagas disease and 
visceral leishmaniasis (black 
fever). 

The diseases are carried by 
parasites and bacteria that 
tend to spread in dirty, 
cramped living conditions 
with polluted water and poor 
sanitation 

They "shackle more than a 
billion people of the world 
and most of them are women 
and children," said WHO 
chief Margaret Chan 

Many of the diseases are 
treatable and avoidable, yet 
they kill, impair and disable 
millions every year 

More than 30D million 
children live in areas where 
worms are ri intensively trans¬ 
mitted"’ and are assumed tD 
be infected. That has an im¬ 
pact on their nutrition, educa¬ 
tion and general health. 

"Funding shortfalls and 
constrained human capacity 
in many endemic countries 
continue to limit the scale-up 
of drug delivery," the report 
said. 

The report said progress 
was gradually being made, 
with the pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry donating nearly 1.35 
billion doses of treatments 
last year 

The World Bank Group 
will commit $120 million (37 
million euros) for NTD treat¬ 
ment in low-income African 
countries, it said in a state¬ 
ment, while a group of 
donors announced an 
Wednesday they would give 
a similar amount to combat 
intestinal wo mis in poor 
c omnium ti es.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - It 
could be a difficult breakup 
between the US government 
and the Internet. 

Apian unveiled last month 
would see the US relinquish 
its key oversight role for the 
Internet, handing that ever to 
"the global multi stakeholder 
community." 

US officials say the move 
is part of a longstanding ef¬ 
fort to privatize the technical 
oversight of the Internet. 

But it comes amid grow¬ 
ing international pressure for 
Washington to step hack 
from what some countries 
claim is a dominant role m 
the Internet 

Tensions have been exac¬ 
erbated by the outcry over 
leaked documents showing 
the National Security 
Agency’s vast surveillance 
capabilities, feeding concern 
that the US manipulates the 
Internet for its a wn p urp o s e s. 

Same critics argue, how¬ 
ever, that Washington is 11 giv¬ 
ing away" the Internet, 
posing long-term threats to 
online freedom and com¬ 
merce 

Representative Marsha 
Blackburn contends that the 
US shift "will allow coun¬ 
tries like China and Russia, 
that don’t place the same 


value in freedom of speech, 
to better define how the In¬ 
ternet looks and operates." 

Same observers say the 
US is seeking to avoid the 
more extreme step of hand¬ 
ing control aver to a more 
politicized body, such as an 
arm of the United Nations,

Pistorius to take the stand 
as defence presents its case 


Taekwondo team to compete in Central 
American and Caribbean Games 



PRETORIA (AFP) - Oscar Pistorius is expected to take 
the stand as his trial resumes this week in a defence re¬ 
lying on forensic experts and South Africa's notoriously 
high crime rate to explain how and why he shot dead his 
girlfriend. The first defence witness today will be Jan 
Botha, a pathologist, rather than Pistorius, according to 
Brian Webber, one of the athlete's l awyers. Pistorius will 
likely be the next to testify after Botha, marking the first 
tine he speaks in public since the killing, besides plead¬ 
ing "not guilty, milady," and the occasional "yes, milady" 
to Judge Masipa. The 27-year-old Paralympian, who has 
denied the murder charge, has to explain why he fired 
four shots at modei and aspiring television actress 
Reeva Steenkamp through a locked toilet door in his 
home on Valentine's Day last year. The experts will have 
to cast doubt on the state's version of events, including 
testimony from witnesses who said they heard a woman 
screaming on the night of the murder, which would show 
Pistorius knew his target was Steenkamp.
